HOLDS WILMINGTON 

POLICE AT BAY 



Two Men of Posse Wounded by 
Revolver Bullets— Despera- 
do Killed After Fight Lasting 
Over an Hour 



WILMINGTON, Do!., March 23— 
Three men were killed on a north- 
bound Baltimore & Ohio Railway 
train this afternoon in a light which 
began at Newark, Del., :incl ended in 
a desperate battle between the police, 
aided by the firemen and citizens, and 
a murderer, at the Delaware- avenue 
station here, following the arrival of 
the train at 5.17 o'clock. Several 
were wounded. 

The dead are O. E. Well man, aged 
40 years, of Philadelphia, conductor 
of the train; Samuel Williams, aged 
50 years, colored, pullman porter, 
whose home is said to lie In Jersey 
City; "and .1. II. Bethea, aged 40 
years, of Dillon, S.C. 

The injured are .1. O. Wiley, aged 
40 years, a park guardian of Wil- 
mington, shot i:i the hand and leg; 
Matthew Haley, a -citizen of Wllming 
ton, shot In tin: leg. 

The triple tragedy was the result 
of an altercation between Botha who 
was a passenger, and Williams, por- 
ter on the pullman. The car was 
bound from Washington to Jersey 
City. Bethea, who had been drink- 
ing heavily, shot the porter through 
the hetyt, killing him Instantly. 
AVhen Conductor Wellman saw the 
porter fall, and ran up, Bethea fired 
a second shot Into the colored man's 
body, .then without a word lie shot 
Wellman through the heart. The con- 
ductor fell dead in his tracks. 

Meanwhile the train' reached Wil- 
mington, and, when it came Into the 
station, a hurry call was sent to the 
police station. A squad of patrolmen 
headed by Police Captains Kane and 
Evans, and reinforced by park guards 
and a possee of citizens and train- 
men, ran to the scene. The police 
called upon Bethea to surrender. As 
an answer ho opened the door of the 
toilet room a short distance and 
opened fire from an automatic re- 
volver. Police Chief Black, who also 
rushed to the station, dodged behind 
an express office on the train floor 
just in time to escape several bullets. 

Bethea is believed to have had at 
least one hundred rounds of ammuni- 
tion, for he succeeded in holding the 
posse at bay and held up the train 
from 5.17 to 6.35, during which time 
many shots were fired on both sides, 
until finally all of the windows in the 
car were riddled. Travel over the B. 
& O. Railway was also tied up. When 
the battle bad lasted about one hour 
the police realized that t hey would be 
unable to drive the man from cover, 
and a call was sent to a !»Cttl lire 
company nearby. The firemen re- 
sponded with their engine. Attach- 
ing a high pressure hose to ;l fire 
plug, the firemen, barricaded behind 
trucks and boards, played a stream 
upon the windows of the toilet mom. 
The desperado fired a number of 
shots at the firemen, but they wore 
not injured. Subsequently Bethen, 
drenched with water, staggered to the 
platform anil the police once more 
culled upop him to surrender. His 
reply was several shots. Several of 
the police had nrmed themselves with 
shotguns, and just as Behen fired the 
last shot Police Captain Evans fired 
a load of shot into his face. Not- 
withstanding this injury he kepi on 
firing. Patrolman Boughmnn opened 
lire with a revolver and struck 
Bethea in the right arm. The desper- 
ado tried to fire again, buf Sergeant 
Kellehor Opened lire and also man- 
aged to spring upon Bethea. When 
the police took hold ef him lie fell 
dead in the arms of a patrolman. 



NO GENERAL STRIKE 

Pennsylvania Labor Loaders Decido 
Rather to Try for Succoss in 
Elections 



WIEKESBABKE, PA., March. 31— 
After being In session nearly all day, 
the executive, counsel of tho State Fed- 
eration of Labor came to the conclusion 
that it would be inopportune to call 
a state-wide strike tc nid the striking 
street car men in Philadelphia, This 
decision was readied unanimously, ami 
it is said to have been hastened by the 
action of the textile workers of Phila- 
delphia; who went on a sympathetic 
strike and last night, voted to return to 
worlc. Instead of applying to the state 
unionists of tho state to quit work the 
council fill in witii the movement 
started In Philadelphia on Tuesday 
night to form a labor party la tho 
state. 

President Greenawalt was very pos- 
itive in Ids statement that the only way 
the working classes In Philadelphia and 
throughout tin.' state could get justice 
was through the ballot box. 

The eouncil decided to give tho move- 
ment every encouragement. The coun- 
cil will meet, at the call of President 
areenuwB.lt shortly, when plans will be 
formulated to get the new party In 
working ordor. 



Jury's View of Disaster. 

SEATTLE, .March 23.— The coro- 
ner's jury Investigating the great dis- 
aster at Wellington on March I, In 
which ninety Uvea were lost, brought 
in a verdict today which, while it 
does not fix responsibility on the 
Oreat Northern railway, criticizes tho 
company for not having placed tho 
trains iii a safe place. The. jury ccn- 
turcd the railway for not retaining 
enough men to clear tho track re- 
gardless of cost.

Finance Minister Gives Up 
Hope of Being Able to Reach 
Measure at Present Session 
of Parliament 



INSURANCE BILL 

MAY GO THROUGH 



Montreal Harbor to Get As- 
sistance — But Little Govern- 
ment Business Now in Way 
of Early Prorogation 



OTTAWA, March 23.— Before tho 
House adjourned tonight for tho Eas- 
ter holidays, not to meet again until 
Wednesday next, the Premier was 
asked by Dr. Sproule if any informa- 
tion could he given as to what further 
Government legislation this session, if 
any, was contemplated. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler said there would he supple- 
mentary estimates for the coming fis- 
cal year, and one or two minor private 
bills, hut nothing of a very serious 
nature, and he saw nothing In the way 
of an early prorogation after the 
House met again. 

Tills optimistic declaration was re- 
ceived with general applause. The 
Premier also Intimated that there 
would bo some legislation respecting 
dry docks. 

Dr. Sproule also asked If it was tho 
intention to proceed with the insur- 
ance bill and tho revision of tho 
Banking Act. Mr. Fielding replied 
that tho insurance bill had como over 
from the Senate somewhat changed, 
atfer an exbauslve study by the upper 
house, and- it \v;is now in very good 
shape. He hoped they would be wil- 
ling to deal with it. He, however, had 
lost all hope of Introducing his bank 
act revision this session. 

The House then took up some minor 
Government measures. Progress was 
made with Mr. Oliver's bill to amend 
the Indian Act. Mr. Tompleman's 
solution to amend the Fisheries Act, 
defining among other things the size 
| of a barrel of oysters, was considered 
and a bill founded thereon given llrst 
reading. 

The House then adjourned with 
hardly a quorum present. 

The Montreal -Harbor Commission- 
ers went a lung way in getting their 
$6,000,000 loan today. Mr. Kidding In- 
troduced into tho House the resolution 
on which the loan is based. It was 
considered in committee, and the bill 
founded thereon was given its first 
and second readings. All that now re- 
mains Is for the legislation to be 
taken up In committee and given its 
third reading. Mr. Fielding promised 
that he would give to the House all the 
available plans for the improvement 
of Montreal harbor, as well as details 
of the existing arrangements between 
the Government and the Commission. 

Mr. Oliver introduced two hills 
which were given their first reading. 
Tim first amends tho Irrigation Act 
and applies to the three prairie prov- 
inces. Among other things it author- 
izes the expropriation of reservoir 
sites. The other bill seeks to confirm 
and declare the rights of the crown 
with respect to water power, and rela- 
tivo to the diversion, acquisition and 
use of water in tho British Columbia 
railway belt.

In Refixing Charge Three of 
the Workmen on Mill Bay 
Road Construction Work are 
Badly Shattered 

Mangled, and almost dead, tho result 
of the explosion of a charge of dynamite 
which hud failed to discharge at tho 
proper time, three workmen engaged on 
tho Mill Bay road construction work. 
A. Anderson, a Slav; J. Pletro, an It- 
alian; and W. Trewhuellor, a Cornish- 
man, were rushed Into the city at 0:30 
o'clock and taken to the St. .Joseph's 
hospital, Where their injuries wore dres- 
sed. While their lives are not dlspaired 
of they are in a serious condition and 
one at least of them may Succumb. 

Tho three, with others, were engaged 
In re-fixing a fuse to four sticks of 
dynamite, a mile and a half from tho 
Seventeen Mile Post on the Mill Bay 
Road, about -t : :I0 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. The men bad placed the cap and 
had retired to u safe distance to touch 
Off the blast which failed to explode. 
They returned to the charge and com- 
menced drilling to take it out. It was 
necessary to remove the tampion direct- 
ly over the cap and In replacing this 
and drilling with a hand drill above the 
charge the explosive was set off, the 
three men being hurt being those who 
were holding tho drill, the hammermen 
escaping. The drill was blown a dis- 
tance Of over J 00 feet into the air while 
the injured men received all their in- 
juries in the hands and heads. Ander- 
son lost the fingers of both hands ex- 
cept the thumbs Which lie may also 
lose, his left eye was torn from the 
socket and his left ear shorn off while 
other but minor injuries were inflicted 
to his head. Pletro, who was the least 
injured of the trio, lost fingers on both 
hands, while Trewhuellor lost both eyes, 
and his lace was badly shattered about 
the nose and forehead. 

Immediately following the accident 
word was sent Into the city and Dr. 
Whlllans was rushed to the scene of 
the accident in an automobile, arriving 
there shortly alter Li o'clock. As il was. 
imperative, to got the injured to the 
hospital in tho quickest possible time, 
.Superintendent Goodfollow was com- 
municated with ami a special consisting 
of tin- engine and two ears was rushed 
to the Seventeen Mile Tost, the round 
trip being made in an hour anil a lull'. 
The Victoria Transfer Company's ain- 
bulunco was waiting at the depot, and 
no lime was lost In getting the three 
men I., the operating table. .). Tissiek, 
foreman of the gang of which tho three 
men wore members, accompanied them 
to the city. Dr. YVIdilnns, assisted by 
Dr. h'raser, attended to the injured. " 

There is a gang of about forty men 
engaged at present on the work near the 
Seventeen Mile Posl on the contract 
which was awarded to .Mike Carlin. 
Yesterday's was the first accident of u 
serious nature on the work. 



RIOTING I'M INDIA 



Hindus and Mohammedans Clash 
While Holding Festivals at 
Peshawur 



PESHAWUR, British India, March 
23. — Serious rioting occurred here on 
Monday through the holding , of the 
Hindu and Mohammedan religious 
festivals at the same time.

Negotiations Between Canada 
and United States Still In 
Progress — Mr, Fielding's 
Statement in the House 



CANNOT DISCLOSE 

ACTUAL POSITION 



r, Lennox Asks About Re- 
ference of Agreement to 
Parliament— Mr, Lewis Of- 
fers Opposition Support 



OTTAWA, March 23.— Mr. Fielding 
continues to maintain 'silence regard- 
ing the tariff negotiations. He was 
hard pressed in the house today, in 
view of the fact that parliament was 
on tho point of adjourning for a week 
for tho Easter holidays, to make some 
definite announcement of policy. The 
house will moot on Wednesday next, 
on the very eve of the day on which, 
if the deadlock is not broken, t he. 
maximum clauses of the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff will be imposed against 
Canada. 

Mr. Lennox askod, having regard for 
the fact that parliament was now in 
session, whether -Mr. Fielding would 
assure the houso that ho would not 
agree to admit tho United States to 
participate in tho intermediate tariff 
of otherwise substantially alter the 
tariff conditions between Canada and 
the United Staites without first sub- 
mitting the proposals to parliament. 
Air. Lennox: added that he did not think 
that an answer to that question would 
involve the disclosure of any state 
secret, but it would enable the house 
to understand that it was to be con- 
sulted before anything was done. 

Mr. Fielding agreed that an answer 
to the legitimate question of Mr. Len- 
nox would not involve tho disclosure 
of any state secret, but it would in- 
volve a disclosure of policy, which he 
thought would rather embarrass tho 
freedom of negotiations which all de- 
sired the government should have. He 
would ask members of both sides 
rather to assume that the government 
was thoroughly seized of tho import- 
ance of the whole tpiostion, and was 
dealing with it in a manner conceived 
to ho consistent with the best inter- 
ests of Canada. 

Mr. Lewis also asked if the govern- 
ment did not consider it was duo to 
the business community of Canada to 
give some indication its to whether 
they were to expect a tariff war or 
not. 

"I am afraid," replied Mr. Fielding, 
"that with every desire on my part to 
inform the house generally of what 
they naturally desire to know in this 
matter, I am not In a position to 
give any statement. It will, no doubt, 
be understood, that In negotiations of 
tho character which It is known are 
now In progress, it would be Impolitic 
in the highest degree to make any 
statement until a conclusion has been 
reached. At the conclusion of the 
conference which 1 had the honor to 
hold with the President of the United 
States, in Albany, a brief statement 
was given out in these words: 

" 'The President and tho Canadian 
Minister of Finance have been in 
conference, and, while no conclusion 
has been reached, the situation re- 
mains as one of friendly negotiation.' 

"That was the condition at that mo- 
ment, and that Is the condition today. 
I am very hopeful than an early ar- 
rangement will be reached, but I do not 
think any good purpose would be 
served by our making any statement 
on that subject today. I am satis- 
fied that the desire all have is tho 
same, and it will be agreed that wo 
would only be embarrassing the citu- 
ation for the government to make any 
statement at tills stage."

Was Spectator of Fight in 

Which His Brother Was a 
Principal 



Tha gbmowhnt unusual experience or 
witnessing a duel In which his nun 
brother was our of the principal's fell 
to the lot recently of M. Uindau, the 
Canadian representative of the Henri 
Clay and Boclt Cigar company of Ha- 
vana, who Is now In Victoria on his 
senil-annual visit. Hack In December 
Mr. Landnu was enjoying a holiday in 
his home oily of Paris, whore he has a 
brother who is a political Journalist. 
His brother Is a .Socialist and had writ- 
ton an article for hts paper ".le l>is 
Tout," directed against a Mr, Muurras, 
a 'member of the Royalist party. The 
result was a challenge. At 11 a. m. on 
Decomber 10, the combatants met on 
the Dois de Boulongo accompanied by 
their seconds, surgeons, the director or 
the due!, and a few friends. The en- 
counter lasted fifteen minutes when Mr. 
Landau succeeded In wounding Ids op- 
ponent hi the forearm. In the llrst 
round both BWords were brolten, new 
weapons being requisitioned. The af- 
fair attained probably h greater public- 
ity than any similar event for a number 

Of years past. Unkowtl to these most 

vitally Interested tin enterprising Pa- 
risian firm had a cinematograph on the 
.••cene. and the following day the duel 
in detail was being shown on every 
moving picture screen In the French 
capital. Mr. Landau states that owing 
tn his brother's occupation, that of a 
political Journalist, he knows how to 
handle a sword, and the duel In question 
is ihe tenth which he has fought. 
There Unx'.iitf rinocls. 
While In Paris Mr. Landau was an 
Interested spectator of the great Hoods 
last January. The floods stalled on 
January 23rd, he states, and within a 
tew days certain quarters of the city 
were entirely under water. In the 
Champs Elysee the water was over two 
and a half feet deep. A number of 
the bridges on the Seine wore entirely 
submerged, among them being that 
known as Alexander the Third, built 
for the exhibition of 1900. This struc- 
ture sustained a lot of damage. The 
Grand Palais and the Petit Palais, sa- 
lons for the exhibition of paintings, 
were completely surrounded by the 
ivuter. Illustrative of the way In which 
It spread was the fact that the Palais 
dn b'Blysee where the president lives, 
situated about a quarter of a mile dls 1 
tant from the river, was also surround- 
ed. Anion;,' other districts which suf- 
fered heavily was the Place do L'Opera 
where the Grand Opera stands. The 
Q-UarUer 'le L'Burope, where the Qare 
St. Lazare Is, was so surrounded thai 
it was thought that the bouses there 
would he undermined and carried away. 



Houses on the boulevards had to he 
evacuated and numbers of them were 
shut off from electric light and tele- 
phones for three weeks. 

At the time of the great disaster 
when the floods Were at their height 
everything was at a standstill in tl'ie 
city. The theatres were closed with the 
exception of those which I" 111 'heir own 
power plants. Air. Landau states that 
where ho lived, the Quartief Mont- 
martre, escaped the floods, being situ- 
ated on high ground. 

rino Work by Prefect. 

Wonderful work was carried out by 
M. Lopine, the prefect of police, during 
the Hoods. The entire rescue work was 
In his charge. Ho was engaged night 
and day, and as soon as the reaction net 
In he fell 11 victim to pneumonia which 
kept him In bed for several weeks. The 
Tied Cross Society of Fails also did an 
Immense amount of work In relieving 
the sufferers. The daughters of the 
wealthleol Parisians lent their aid 
headed by Madame Le Mareclialo Mac- 
Mahon. K00U for the sufferers was pre- 
pared In all the private houses of the 
wealthy. Aid was lent to the country 
by all the nations of the world. The 
loss In Paris alone is estimated to 
have amounted to 300,000,000 francs. 
The proceeds of the first nlght'B per- 
formance of the famous production 

"Chanteoler," were devoted to the Hood 
fund, as hij;ii as $50 being Paid for a 
seat at the performance. To aid the 
sufferers parliament voted all extension 
of time to business people so that debts 
due al the end of January could not bo 
collected until the end of February. 

The happy disposition of the French 
people was never so much 111 evidence 
as during these Hoods. Everything was 
taken as a matter of course, and the 
best possible was don.- under the cir- 
cumstances. Now the disaster Is over

The opera 
in Paris, he states, has not been up to 
the standard for some time past. It is 
subsidized by the government ami has 
fallen in a state of decadence through 
insufficient money being spent. The 
new opera house is to he built in the 
Champs Ely see.

That' the growth of Stewart will rival 
or exceed that of Dawson which sprung 
Into prominence as a mining camp dur- 
ing 'the memorable days of the Klondike 
rush;" is the opinion of Dr. Moseley, 
president of tho Portland Wonder Min- 
ing company, which is now operating 
the Little Wonder property in the new 
Fl Dorado of northern British Colum- 
bia, Dr. Moseley is visiting Victoria 
for a few days prior to leaving for 
.Stewart, where he will spend tho sum- 
mer. 

All tho different camps in the Port- 
land Canal district are awaiting the ad- 
vent of the railway upon which con- 
struction is expected to start within a 
short time. IJr. Moseley states that, the 
Little Wonder mine Is situated about 
half a mile from where the road will 
run. Jt bad been worked already to a 
distance of 58 feet down and they are 
now drifting on the leads. The ore 
contains gold, silver and lead. The lat- 
est assay in galena showed Sir, and 3fi 
per cent, lend, while In agentite the as- 
say showed $25 in gold and ounces 
In silver. The ledge is fourteen feet 
wide. 

"Stewart." says Dr. .Moseley, "will bo 
the most substantial mining camp ever 
known In North America. In the Gla- 
cier Creek district the Portland Canal 
Mining and Development company, the 
Stewart Mining and Development com- 
pany, and the Main Reef Mining com- 
pany are all ill active operation.. In 
the Hitter Creek district the Hear lllver 
Canyon M-inlng company, and the Bitter 
Creek Mining company are In operation, 
both situated on Hitter Creek. Further 
north about 12 miles from Glacier creek 
and within 20 miles of the townsltc ot 
Stewart, the Red Cliff Mining company 
Is at work. Active representations are 
now being made to the Dominion gov- 
ernment to conneet Stewart, with Prince 
Rupert by wireless telegraph. Tho dis- 
tance Is only 1 13 miles. Stewart pos- 
sesses unusually good shipping facil- 
ities owing to the deep water right at 
the shoreline. Three stores are In the 
building while there are already ono 
hotel and five restaurants at the town- 
site. A hospital Is being constructed 
there by Dr. Kergln, 

"Stewart," said Dr. Moseley, "will 
undoubtedly have a population of fully 
8,000 people during tho coming summer, 
and will be the distributing centre for 
all tho mining camps in the vicinity." 

Dr. Moseley Is registered at Hie 
Empress Hotel and will leave next week 
for Stewart. ■ ,

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THE GENERAL OUTLOOK 

With hardly a dissenting opinion 
the people o£ Victoria are lull 
of hopefulness for the future. There 
never was just such a (Veling In this 
city, and the reuson doubtless Is that 
there never was such Justification 
hero for a feeling of optimism. One 
of the most promising features of the 
situation Is the great outlay thai Is 
being made In business blocks. More 
work of this class Is i:i hand or being 
arranged for than has been undertak- 
en during tiny five years In the past. 
The erection of residences Is going on 
apace. No one seems !•> know where 
the people are coming from who are 
occupying the hundreds of new 
houses, and the scarcity of vacant 
unes makes nut a ease for progress 
fur which there is no answer. 

The great effort of the people of 
Victoria at tlm present time ought, 
we suggest, to be to secure the esta'i- 
llshment of new Industries here. We 
recommend the Development League 
to make this work Its chief aim dur- 
ing the season of 1910. We feel hope- 
ful that Victoria money can be Inter- 
ested in undertakings which present 
a good prospect of profit. 

A CITY AUDIT 

There has been some criticisms of 
the action of the Mayor in ordering an 
independent audit of the city accounts; 
but for the most part it is directed 
rather as to the manner in which His 
"Worship went about the matter than 
as to what he actually did. Inquiry 
has shown us that his course can he 
justified, and that he is not open In 
this connection to the charge of assum- 
ing an authority which he did not pos- 
sess. The fact that an independent 
audit has been so ordered .does not im- 
ply that anything wrong is .suspected, 
hut only that in the opinion of the 
city authorities it is desirable that the 
public business shall hi- thoroughly 
overhauled, and such changes as may 
be found necessary in the manner of 
conducting the affairs of tin- munici- 
pality shall be inaugurated, The 
action is one that meets wilii public 
approval and the choice of the gen- 
tleman Mr. Griffith 1'.. Hughes, who is 
to conduct the investigation meets 
with the hearty endorsement ot the 
(business houses that are familiar with 
his fitness for such a duty. .Mr. 
Hughes, who has charge of the ac- 
counts .if several large firms, has en- 
gaged .Mr. Pilkington, formerly of 
Vancouver, to assist him, and it is 
with much pleasure that we quote the 
following reference to him from the 
Vancouver Province of tin- I9lli Inst.: 

The announcement of the resignation 
of City Accountant Pilkington notes a 
distinct less i,, tlie civic service, i'nnr 
years ago, when the accounting sys- 
tem of tin- city was being reorganized, 
tills official was appointed on the City 
Hall staff, being then ■,. comparative 
stranger In the city. Quietly and un- 
ostentatiously lie has since performed 
the duties of ids office, his ability as 
a trained accountant rather than a 
mere machine bookkeeper enabling him 
during Lhat period to fully carry ait 
the revised system recommended to the 
authorities when he assumed the office 
as well as originate a, w methods for 
the betterment of the city's accounting 
system, '.he result of his labors being 
the bringing ol the standard of •>rr\. 
fiency ol ins office ,,,, m a point 
which might well be envied by any 
municipal board. 

During tin- four years City Ac- 
countant Pilkington has la-Id office 
there has been strenuous criticism of 
tlie management of many branches of 
civic affairs, both from within and 
without the r-ounoiL But tin- finger of 
just criticism has never been levelled 
ai tie- accountant's office and the un- 
animous expression of opinion from all 
men who have been Intimately ac- 
quainted with the conduct i>f the ac- 
counting system of the city during .Mr. 
Pllkington'e regime is that the office 
lias been run in a manner worthy only 
of words of the Highest praise. The 
establishment of such a record during 
a period which has been indeed trying 
for many members of the civic staff 
indicates In a telling manner the ability 
of Mr, Pilkington, as a man In the ex- 
ercise of the diplomacy tin- times 
often called for, and as an accountant 
of skill as displayed constantly in the 
management of his office. 

We understand that the city ac- 
countant leaves to take up special 
duties In nectlon with the reorgan- 
ization of tlie accounting systi m of the 
city of Victoria. His cane:- In the 
Capital City will be watched with In- 
terests by tin- host of friends he has 
made by reason of his able and con- 
scientious discharge of his duties in 
connection with the Vancouver clvh

By this we understand him as 
meaning that, while the principle of 
election is recognized, the choice of 
membership should be confined to per- 
sons belonging to the peerage. Lord 
Rosebery went on broader lines than 
this, for he hoped to see an upper 
house In which there will be members 
who arc without title. But whether 
Hie final result of the movement Cor 
the reform of tlie House of Lords shall 
lie that the membership shall -lie re- 
stricted to a class, or the right of elec- 
tion shall be confined to certain peo- 
ple and public corporations, or thai the 
Choice shall lie broadly democratic 
both as to electors and candidates, it 
is a very notable thing- thai the Lords 
have agreed by a large majority of 
those present that there ought not 
hereafter to be a hereditary chamber 
as a part of Parliament. 

I'm- eight centuries the Baronage of 
England has claimed and exercised 
functions either actually or- quasl- 
legislatlve. They were quasi-legisla- 
tive at tin- outset, for tile first laws of 
England were not in tlie form of stat- 
utes, bin rather in the nature of pro- 
clamations Issued by the King. The 
Lords exercised their influence and 
sometimes their physical power to de- 
termine tie- manner in which tin- sov- 
ereign should act. and in this way they 
were iii a restricted sense legislators. 
It must not be forgotten thai to the 
Baronage England owed freedom and 
popular government. Tin- House of 



numbered 27, OUT, according to Its own 
figures, whereas in that year there 
were 355,379 factory employees in tho 
country.

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High Cost of Living Arises 
from Increased Needs of 
People of Today Says Pio- 
neer of Winnipeg 



"People nmist return to the sim- 
plicity of other days In llielr methods 
of living. If thin problem of the In- 
creased cost of existence Is to be | 
solved" said John Ft. ('.rant, of Win- 
nipeg, yesterday. Mr. Grant has .lust 
arrived' at the Empress after hav ing 
spent tin' greater pan of the winter 
months In Los Angeles and Pasudena, 
He is a man of mature years who has 
given considerable thought to the 
problem that is uppermost In 1 1 1 ■ - 
minds of the people Generally at pres- 
ent, and his deduction Is worth not- 
ing. "People" hi- said, "worry more 
over the things they ilo not need than 
over the tilings they actuallj require. 
Nature, you will find If you look, has 
abundantly provided the necessities 
ot life In such manner that they may 
be obtained cheaply. It Is not so 
much the codt of the necessities thai 
troubles people today as the cost of 
luxuries. Of course the evil of com- 
binations anil monopolies must bo 
taken Into the question too, for they 
contribute much to the high cost of 
things, and do so In restraint of the 
general good. But, alter all. these 
combines merely prey on the teTi- 
densy of the people to pamper them- 
selves and while 1 do not say that 
the whole remedy would be found, 
certainly great relief would result 
from a general return to the simplici- 
ty of our fathers, Besides this, people 
nre too helpless. Today, no one 
thinks of fixing a leak In u pipe; he 
calls in the plumber and then objects 
to the plumber's big bill. Years ago, 



I if tln re had been plumbini 
ers would have mastered sumcieui m 
the craft to be able to remedy small 
matters themselves. This applies to 
all things. People are not sufficiently 
independent: they place themselves 
at the mercy of combines and mon- 
opolies." 

Moves to Victoria. 

Mr. Granl has just completed his 
tenth winter in California. Last fall 
he retired from active business after 
eighteen years as Winnipeg manager 
of the loan department of the Federal 
Life. Three years ago he invested 
heavily in Victoria real estate and ho 
still retains a house here. He expects 
that next autumn he will move here 
with his family to spend a portion of 
the winter at least. 

Speaking of Vlctovja-'s progress, Mr. 
Grant said that he had great faith In 
the future of the city and that now 
with railroads coming in and opening 
up the rich outlying districts there 
should be no cessation of the onward 
march. The people in the south he 
found were awake at last to the tact 
that there was really something In 
Canada and many of them from the | 
very country that had been the Mecca 
of tourists for years would come here 
during the next year or two. Mr, | 
Crant noted in the California papers! 
this past winter many advertisements i 
offering to exchange valuable Cali- 
fornia property for Canadian holdings.! 
Heretofore, he said. the California 
papers were wont to cartoon the Can- 
adians as going about with ear tabsl 
ami mitts and shaking with cold, j 
This tendency has disappeared, and 
i 'nnada is held in ever-growing 
wholesome respect. 

■■What I would like to see, though" 
said Mr. Grant in speaking of the 
traffic between this point ami Cull- I 
fornia points, "is a good line of | 
steamers running between here and 
southern points and controlled by a 
Canadian railroad or company. At 
present, Canadians visiting the south 
are at the mercy of the Southern 
Pacific which has controlled trans- 
portation in California for so long 
that it thinks it owns the whole 
country." 

Advantages of City. 

Mr. (Irani thinks thai there are 
many good investments to attract out- 
side buyers in Victoria today, whereas 
in Vancouver the values in many lo- 



calities have climbed so high' as to be. 
prohibitive as investments. He has 
taken u deep Interest, through the 
medium of The Colonist, In Victoria 
affairs during the winter in the south 
arid one point that In his opinion can- 
not be emphasized: too strongly is the 
necessity for a good harbor here. Vic- 
toria, he thinks, cannot expect to have 
the full ' growth she should have un- 
less radical steps are taken at once 
to make her harbor adequate. 

Referring to his experiences in Cal- 
ifornia, this winter Mr. Grant said 
that the sight he was most interested 
in was a trip through the oil fields 
of Bakorsflold. He took this trip 
just prior to Leaving for Victoria and 
he said that it was one of the most 
interesting experiences he had • ever 
met with. Incidentally, Mr. Grunt 
lost a good suit of clothes, ami this 
Is how it happened: — 

As one of a party of slght-scers Mr. 
Grant visited lilt; enormous gusher! 
tapped u week or so ago. which is 
generally looked upon as the greatest 
oil gusher in the world's history. The I 
crude oil was shooting 300 feet into 
the air and falling over an area of a 
quarter of a mile with a shitting wind. 
The clay air. Grant and his compan- 1 
Ions visited the well was the fifth 
day after It was tapped, and the well 
was still spouting :!f),000 barrels a 
day. in the two-days enough of this 
oil was saved to pay for the well, and 
I he whole district was literally run- 
ning rivers of oil. After viewing the 
spout for some time, Mr. Grant and 
his friends left the automobile which 
had crept up on the lee side of the 
gusher and walked around to get a 
better view. They were within 300 
feet o fthe well when the wind sud- 
denly veered, taking the oil spray with 
it. Immediately the clothing of the 
whole party was rendered worthless. 
They were drenched in a' storm of nil 
from head to fool and almost suffo- 
cated before they reached the outside 
of the stream in a pell mell rush. 

The next best well to this well. Mr. 
(Irani says, is owned by Toronto cap- 
italists. The. oil in California to- 
day. Mr. (Irani, says, is the biggest 
thing they have, but there is no as- 
surance that it will continue to he 
so. Many fortunes have been made 
and many nun who were more than 
ordinarily successful in other lines 
have taken up oil and made still grea- 
ter success. At the same time others 
have lost their money. 

Speaking of the many Canadians 
who Visited California this whiter Mr. 
Grant said there were at least a thou- 
sand of them in the part lie visited. 
This led Culifornlans to believe that 
Canadians had to go south for the 
winters but the notion was fast dis- 
sipating and the cry the Canadians 
Save them now was that they made 
their money ill the north uirtt went 
south to see how the people managed 
to live down there. As far as the cli- 
mate was concerned Mr. Grant said 
that there was a good deal of dis- 
agreeable weather in California and 
that speaking for Manitoba he would 
venture to say there was more sun- 
shine there in the course of a year 
than there was in California. 

Mr. Grant noted many changes and 
Improvements in the character of the 
buildings hi California. When he 
went there first yours ago, many of 
the houses were quite without heat- 
ing facilities and were chimneylcss, 
Now more modern methods were be- | 
ing applied, (lil was being used for 
heating and cooking almost alto- 
gether, while gas was a close second, 
being, obtainable at SO cents a thou- 
sand. Wood was almost out of the 
question as fuel, so dear 'had it be 
come.

Many Applications Considered 
by Council When Estimates 
for year Are Under Discus-

An almost general demand for in- 
creases in salaries has been made to the 
city councll'by various members of the 
civic staff, and in the majority of in- 
stances the council, which appears to be 
in a complacent mood, will respond to 
a greater or less extent. The consider- 
ation of the civic estimates was con- 
tinued at a secret meeting held on 
Tuesday evening at which applications 
for increases were received from a num- 
ber of the employees. These gave rise 
to considerable discussion as to the rel- 
ative merits of the officials and as the 
spirit of reorganization is in the air the 
duties of the officials and their right to 
an increase were 'freely canvassed 

It was decided to refer the applica- 
tions of these members of the tux col- 
lector's office to Mr. G. li. Hughes who 
has beep engaged to institute a new 
system In that department, while in 
other cases increases weie recommended 
110 changes will be made in somo In- 
stances. 

The question of the propriety of plac- 
ing the water commissioner's depart- 
ment wholly under tho control of the 
city engineer was considered. Last 
year the then council decided that all 
matters pertaining to the water depart- 
ment, in so far as engineering matters 
were concerned, should be under the 
control of the engineer, while the cleric- 
al work of the department should be 
carried on by the "water commissioner. 
The idea appears to he to make tho con- 
trol of the engineer still more positive 
than it has-been In the past. 

'I'he sum of $1,000 will lie set aside 
for hand conceits. The amount of 
?2,500 had been placed in the estimates 
for tjiis purpose to cover also the May 
-1th celebration and the engagement of 
a band nt the agricultural fair, but, as 
in the latter case, the music Is sup- 
posed to lie met out of tho fair funds 
the amount for concerts for the year 
was cut down to $1,600. 

The grant 10 the Victoria Develop- 
ment League was also fixed at SI, 000. 

Further consideration of the estimates 
will he had later when the council will 
finally determine on the various ap- 
propriations, and some alterations made 
to the present amounts. 

The consideration of tho estimates 
this year has been exceptionally ex- 
peditious ami I lie amounts have been 
practically decided upon at one sitting. 
In Previous years the final considera- 
tion of the estimates usually did not 
lake place until well on In the year. 
Next Tuesday night, it. Is expected, the 
council will finally pass them,

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Captairjs Le Blanc and Rob- 
bins" Tell of Sealing Inci- 
dents in Far Away Southern 
Ocean 



Capt. Robblhs, of the scaling 
schooner Alice Gertrude, and Capt 
Charles LoBlanc, of the Victoria- 
owned Agnes G. Donahue, on their re- 
turn to Table Bay from the Indian 
Ocean sealing grounds, brought a 
story of sighting a mysterious dis- 
abled steamer under sail which is con- 
sidered as throwing some light on the 
disappearance of the missing Wara- 
tah, of which nothing was heard after 
her departure from Durban last July. 
Capt. LeBlanc, well known in Vic- 
toria, ho having been In command of 
TCalars out of this port, said the 
sealers landed on Marion Island hud 
reported to him sighting a large 
steamer making toward the eastward 
past the island in November last, un- 
der sail, and evidently broken down. 
He could not say how many funnels 
she had — Norwegian whalers at Dur- 
ban reported that she had two, but 
this was uncertain. The sails were 
low and a jury rig was fot which ob- 
scured the funnel. 

Interviewed by the Cape Argus, of 
Capetown, Capt. LeBlanc said they 
left Halifax on August 11. l!)0fj. From 
there they made for Gough Island, 
then to Marion Island, Prince Edward 
Island, the Crozets, St. Paul and Am- 
sterdam Island. Then striking south, 
they visited Kergulen and MacDon- 
ald Islands, and from there made 
tracks for Cape Town. So far the 
catch amounts to 030 skins, but Cap- 
tain LeBlanc has still to visit another 
island, on which he has left s,ome> men. 

When in the region of Kerguelen 
they sighted two steamers, one a 
whaler and the other the Jeanne 
d'Arc, bot belonging to the Scandina- 
vian fisheries at Kerguelen., The 
Jeanne d'Arc signalled the Agnes G. 
Donahue, but owing to a heavy gale 
raging at the time, it could not be un- 
derstood properly. Bad weather pre- 
vailed all round desolate Kerguelen 
and MacDonald Islands. 

"In the book of directions," said 
Captain LeBlanc, with a smile, "it 
says that no one can land on Mac- 
Donald Island, but we had no dilil- 
culty in landing there. We got only 
one seal; the only one there was, I 
think. The whole island is covered 
with penguins — every bit." 

Four Saw Sail 
Turning the conversation to Marlon 
Island, our reporter asked the skipper 
if he had hoard of the story of the 
steamer under sail. "Yes," he replied, 
I had four men there at the time. The 
paper says only one man saw It, but 
it is wrong; every one saw it. The 
paper says she was making for the 
westward, But it is wrong. The pre- 
vailing wind is westerly, and a big 
steamer under sail must go to the 
eastward." 

"How many funnels had she," asked 
our reporter. 

"They could not make out," replied 
Captain LeBlanc- "Her funnels and 
everything was blurred and mixed up 
with the sails. She was in distress 
and looked like making for Australia. 
She was about five or six miles off, 
and the men said it looked like a 
steamer under sail trying to get some- 
where with no steam." 

Later, in discussing the trend of the 
currents and the directions of the 
prevailing winds In those latitudes, ho 
said, with a shake of his head: "I 
don't think it was the Wnratah: it 
was too far put of the way. It might 
have been a whaler or some other 
steamer in distress; but it was too far 
out of the way. She (the Waratih) 
would not be so far to the southward 
and westward. Besides, this was about 
two and a half months ago. The men 
claim it was a big steamer under

Two very heavy gales wore encounter- 
ed about the middle' of November. 

At Possession Island Captain Rob- 
bins landed, and found a notice which 
had been put up by the captain of the 
Sabine. It was to the effect that the 
Sabine had been there on a search for 
the Waratah, and was going on to St. 
Paul .Island. 

Capt. Bobbins could not throw any 
light on the identity of the crippled 
steamer seen under sail from Marlon 
Island. He was satisfied though re- 
garding the rough trip of his own 
schooner, He said: "Those seas are a 
bad place. 1 would not go -down there 
again unless 1 had some propelling 
power. This vessel has been — as you 
might see— under water for four or 
five months. I had water enough on 
her deck to Moat a navy." ,

vice between Victoria, Vancouver, 
and Seattle, according to .statements 
published in the Seattle Times, the 
source of which Is not indicate d. No 
confirmation is obtainable here, but 
It is generally understood that the 
Canadian Northern company will go 
Into the local steamship business as 
soon as the railroad metals reach 
tidewater. 

The Seattle Times says: "The en- 
trance of another transcontinental 
railroad into Seattle is presaged by 
information which leaked out today to 
the effect 'that the Canadian Northern 
Railroad, one of the large Canadian 
lines now building to new terminal 
sites near Vancouver, will come into 
Seattle by water, at least, and has al- 
ready drawn plans for three fine 
steamers to cost about $2,000,000. 
These vessels will operate between 
Seattle, Victoria and Vancouver. The 
vessels are to be rushed to comple- 
tlon and will go on the triangular; 
run about the time the line finishes! 
Its extension to the coast. 

"The boats will constitute a for- 
midable source of opposition to the 
Canadian Pacific and the Grand!

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Name of "Big Tim" Sullivan 
Made to Figure in Insurance 
Inquiry — Successful and 
Unsuccessful Schemes, 



NEW STORK, March 23.— The name 
of State Senator Timothy D. Sullivan, 
familiarly known as "Big T'lrn," flgur- 
ed in the Are insurance Inquiry, to- 
day, but for the most riart, as at pre- 
vious sessions, \Vm. Hotchkiss, Uic 
state superintendent of Insurance, 
kept on sweeping the cobwebs off al- 
leged shady transactions at Albany 
in years roup by. 

Sullivan's name was brought in 
when Geo. Seward, president of the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company, tes- 
tified that a representative of "Big 
Tim" offered in ISlll. or 1S92, lo "put 
off" a bill objectionable to the com- 
pany ror a consideration of ?10,U00. 
Sullivan, who came to New York to- 
night, from Albany, apparently does 
not talce the charge seriously. Se- 
ward's testimony, lie said, was mere 
hearsay and does not concern him. 
The bill became a law In 1S03. 

Elijah R. Kennedy wns back on the 
stand today, and through him Air. 
Hotchklss developed interesting testi- 
mony of Indictments in days gone by, 
including an alleged offer of a one- 
time assemblyman named Towns to 
kill a bill for a consideration of $40,- 

000. No testimony was adduced to 
show where Mr. Towno Is at present. 
Kennedy said: "About fifteen years 
ago an assemblyman named Towns, 
from somewhere In western Now 
York. Introduced that ohl friend of 
the insurance men, the 'valued policy 
bill.' Then a man whom I never had 
seen before called at my ofllco In 
Xew York and said h" was from As- 
semblyman Townc and added that the 
bill would be 'put to sleep' Cor $10,- 
HOO. I told him I never paid money 
In that way. He said 1 was making 
a mistake and loft my office." 

Kennedy added that he went to Al- 
bany to nrgue against the bill before 
the assembly committee on insurance 
and Incidentally mentioned the at- 
tempted $40,000 scheme. 

"The chairman of the committee," 
said the witness. " was .J. J. Irving 
Burns, later senator from Westchester 
county. As soon as I told of the .«.J0,- 
000 bribe demand, lie hold out both 
hands and said 'Tut, tut. .Mr. Kennedy, 
don't talk so loud.' Then he adjourned 
the meeting without making any ef- 
fort to tlnd out about It." 

Besides his reference to "Big Tim" 
Sullivan, the witness Seward intimated 
that there had been collusion in for- 
mer years between the state depart- 
ment of insurance and certain life In- 
surance companies. He was asked to 
explain. 

"I- referred to .Mr. Hunter and Mr. 
Vanderpool, who were next to the 
superintendent in the state depart- 
ment," .Mr. Seward said. "I was on 
friendly terms with .Mr. Brewer, presi- 
dent of the Washington Life, and from 
what I learned 1 (bought: there was 
collusion between these men and two 
of the large prominent life insurance 
companies." 

This Is as specific as lie would make 

it. 

Several more names were brought 
nut today. Among them was that of 
Louis V. Payne, former superintendent 
of insurance and Republican leader of 
Columbia county. He was spoken of 
on the stand by Cornelius Shufelt, who, 
as a former committee clery at Albany 
for several years, acted as the agent of 
the late George P. Sheldon, president 
of the Phoenix Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Hotchkiss produced a muss of 

1. tters between Mr. Shufelt and Shel- 
don, by which it was shown that every 
movement was reported to Sheldon 
by Shufelt. who was clerk of the sen- 
ate Insurance committee. Mr. Shufelt 
sent on almost daily reports, with 
copies of new bills, and the inside 
facts as to the chances for or against 
bills. When he wanted to collect pay 
from Sheldon, Shufelt testified, he 
went to Payne and Payne wrote to 
Sheldon, commending him as a trust- 
worthy man. Sheldon replied that be

Labor Disturbances and Talk 
of Further Tariff Revision 
Influences Market — Stocks 
in Small Demand 



NEW YORK, March 23.— The early 
promise today of an Inert holiday mar- 
ket was not borne out In the later de- 
velopments, when increasing pressure 
of stocks for sale carried prices com- 
prehensively downwards. The yielding 
of prices was attributed partly to the 
counter movement of the professional 
element In tho speculation, which had 
demonstrated the apathetic demand at 
any advance in prices when they sought 
to realize profits. 

It was assorted that a large, pari, of 
the soiling of stock was for Boston ac- 
count, and might be in tho pursuance 
of a speculative campaign. The unrest 
manifested by labor in many depart- 
ments was advanced as one explanation. 
Tlie decision for a strike, by the New 
Haven employees was also supposed to 
bo a factor. 

Tin- array ot charges against the U. 
S. Steel Corporation presented to tho 
attorney-general by the American Fed- 
eration Of Labor was another factor In 
making the day's sentiment So also 
was the result of the election in the 
l lih Massachusetts district of a Demo- 
cratic congressman. The Boston sell- 
ing was accompanied by professions of 
apprehension that revision of the tariff 
would bo made' by active Issue of the 
coining political campaign. with the 
traditionally unsettling effect of se- 
curities markets. 

The demand tor stocks at any level 
of prices was extremely apathetic, and 
when the selling pressure attained any 
force prices yielded rapidly. The re- 
sults of tho New York city bond sale 
did not create enthusiasm, ns they were 
studied in their larger hearings. Tills 
feeling was emphasized by the renewed 
decline in the price of New York city 
bonds, the new i ',4 s receding to 101, 
tho average subscription price having 
amounted to 101.25. The day price thus 
represented a loss to the subscribers. 
Tho general bond market was unfavor- 
ably affected, and this operated against 
the success of tho further financing to 
be effected by the railroads. ( 

The persistence of the international 
money exchange against London Is a 
subject of discussion, and gives rise to 
tho supposition that another advance In 
the Bank of England rate may bo re- 
sorted to after the April settlements 
are passed, in order to attract funds to 
that center. 

Bonds were heavy, total sales, par 
value. $ 1,117,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call. 

The New York Stock Exchange will 
bo closed on Good Friday and Saturday 
nf this week, the governors of the ex- 
cnunge this afternoon having granted 
the members' petition for the double 
holiday.
